Talks Feelingly of the Kindness 
of People There and on 
the Way Home. 


Mrs. Arthur De Ettel, better known 
to Brainerd people as Miss Lillie Tow­ 
ers, arrived Tuesday from the stricken 
city accompanied by her son. 
Mrs. De 
Ettel is now at the home of her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Tower, of 309 Third 
avenue Northeast. Mr. De Ettel, who 
is an artist, remained in San Francisco. 
Ile has not as yet decided whether to 
remain there or to go to Los Angeles to 
locate. 
When seen at tho home of her parents 
by a Dispatch representative, Mrs. De 
Ettel talked freely about her experi­ 
ences and seemed to have stood the 
terrible strain remarkably well. 
In re­ 
plying to a remark regarding Gen I* un- 
ston, she said, “he is all right. 


Mrs. De Ettol’s S to ry . 


“We were awakened," said she, “by 
the most awful rocking of our building, 
which shook from side to side, but we 
reached the street in safety amid a 
shower of rock and bricks. 
It was then 
for the first time that the awful extent 
of tho disaster dawned upon us. After 
several smaller shocks we returned to 
tho house and packed several articles 
of clothing, not knowing what time an­ 
other heavy shock might overtake us. 
From the fifth story window of the 
apartment house in which we lived we 
could see thirty five distinct tires at one 
time. 
Had not the water maine become 
disabled by the earthquake the loss 
would have been much less and we 
would have lost practically nothing, for 
San Francisco has an excellent tire de­ 
partment. 


Seeing the Terrible Sights. 


“After the earthquake, and after we 
got dressed and recovered our senses, 
we joined the crowds that went sight 
seeing, never dreaming that our home 
was in danger from tire. And, O, such 
sights! 
Directly back of us on the next 
street, Golden Gate avenue, there was a 
row of two story frame houses. The 
only way I can describe the way they 
looked is to say that it was as if one 
took an egg shell and- crushed it in the 
hand as hard as j>ossible. The firemen 
were carrying out the dead and injured 
and I saw two persons carried out torn 
and bleeding. 
“One block below there was once the 
beautiful city hall. Of the main part 
of it nothing was standing except tho 
steel structure. 
For four blocks one 
could hardly pass and had to just climb 
over the debris. 
“From there I walked down to the 
district then on tire. This was the 
tenement district where the laboring 
peoplo largely lived. The sight there 
was almost too terrible to narrate. 
The people, who had escaped in their 
night clothes, were wandering around 
dazed. TheyMid not know where they 
were going and had no thought except 
to get away from the tire. 


Caring for the Dead and W ound ed 


“Every conveyance available was put 
TnTo use moving the dead and injured 
to the hospitals. The emergency hos­ 
pital had been in tho city hall and was 
a total wreck from the earthquake, so 
they turned tho Mechanics’ Pavilion 
into a temporary hospital. There I saw 
six and eight conveyances at one time 
being unloaded. Just think how the 
people worked to carry the dead and 
injured there, where they thought all 
was safe, and yet inside of three hours

“If thoro was ever a Godsend it was 
tho automobiles. 
Every Garage in tho 
city had all its machines out and later 
tho machines belonging to private par­ 
ties were taken at the point of guns 
and used for the Red Cross work. One 
peculiar incident came under my no­ 
tice. I saw an automobile stop before 
a fine house, a man toro of! a door and 
placed it on the auto, then several men 
brought a man out on a mattress and 
placed him on the automobile and took 
him to a hospital. 
I learned afterwards 
that he was caught in a folding bed, 
which was shut up by the shock, and 
his back broken. The house was not 
injured in tho least. 
A F un ny Side Also. 
“There was a funny side as well as 
tho pathetic side to tho scone. There 
were two families who had saved all 
their household goods from the burned 
district and loaded them upon wagons, 
hut had no horses to draw them. So 
the men got between the shafts and 
pulled and tho women pushed from be­ 
hind, and laughingly remarked, “Cross­ 
ing the trail in ’49.’ 
Soldiers W ero Prom pt. 
“Within two hours, at the outside, 
the soldiers from the Presidio, were on 
the ground, guarding the property and 
warning the 
people. 
Soldiers went 
about throe blocks ahead of the tire, or 
of where they were going to dynamite 
buildings warning the people to got out. 
“Golden Gate park looked like a 
tented city and just before I left they 
were completing regular barracks for 
the shelter of two thousand people. 
Since General (freely arrived he has 
organized a regular system of dealing 
out the supplies, which is a great suc­ 
cess. 
At lir.-t things were dealt out too 
liberally, and some got all and others 
none. There in Golden ( late park tho 
army was even dealing out oil stoves, 
with a wagon along to furnish the oil 
for the stove. Tents, clothing, and 
even mineral water they were giving 
out freely until the Red Cross confisca­ 
ted tho mineral water for the benefit of 
the sick. 
Personal E xp eriences. 
“But to return to my personal experi­ 
ences; when it became evident that it 
would not be safe to remain in the 
building I got a satchel and telescope 
and went five miles over the hills to tho 
Sunset district and left my little boy 
and came back tho five miles to see 
what else I could save, Mr. DeLttel 
having gone down town to look after 
his business. 
I saved a lot more cloth­ 
ing tied up in a sheet, and carried tha , 
back, making a walk of fifteen miles, 
ten miles with a load, besides the walk­ 
ing I had done around the city early in 
the morning. That was the last I saw 
of my home as it went up in smoke 
about 9 o’clock that night. 
“We were kindly taken in by the 
owner of a store and creamery who dis­ 
tributed his entire stock among the suf 
ferers and housed all possible, 20 of us 
sleeping on the floor of tho store. We 
were at the park seven days and never 
had our clothes off during that time. I 
got about ten hours sleep in the seven 
days, nervousness and fear of another 
shock keeping everyone from taking 
any rest. The work I was able to do at 
the relief stations, giving out provisions 
and aid kept me from breaking down 
under the mental strain. 
The Journey Home. 
“I left San Francisco 
Wednesday 
morning, accompanied by my boy, over 
the Southern Pacific to Ogden, and the 
I n ion Pacific to Omaha, being furnish­ 
ed transportation to Omaha, and get­ 
ting a rate of one cent a mile to Minne­ 
apolis, from which place tho Northern 
Pacific gave me a pass to Brainerd as 
tho daughter of an employe of tho road. 
“At all the different stations in the 
state of California the relief workers 
met the trains and furnished fruit and 
sandwiches arui an abundance of milk 
for the babies. 
In Ogden the relief 
work was handled different nights by 
different organizations. The night we 
came through a Merman organization 
was on duty. They had a fine hot sup 
per for us, the first regular meal I had 
eaten since tho earthquake. They also 
had an especial tent for the children 
with nurses in charge and all sorts of 
delicacies for the little ones. Hundreds 
of persons were clothed from top to 
bottom there at Ogden. 
We arrived at 
Omaha, Saturday at 2 p. rn., and were 
met by the relief workers and given a 
tine lunch. A Jewish society had charge 
of the relief work there that day. 
Invited U s to Her Homo. 
“After the lunch I was sitting there 
with my little boy waiting for tho train, 
which did not leave until 8:20 that even­ 
ing, and a lady came up and invited us 
to her home to rest until train time. We 
accepted the invitation and when we 
reached her home she prepared a hot 
bath for me and we had a most enjoy­ 
able dinner. The lady who showed such 
kindness, which can never be forgotten, 
to an utter stranger, was Mrs. Marcus 
N. Woodford, wife of the Omaha sal* 
man of the Berain Bag Company. She 
got us back to the train on time and we 
arrived in Minneapolis at 9 o'clock Sun 
day 
morning, where 
I rested 
with 
friends till Tuesday morning, when I 
came on to Brainerd." 
Mrs. De Ettel has had her share of 
“convulsions of nature” having been in 


the Minneapolis cyelono a cou pie of 
years ago. 
Her stop in Brainerd is of 
course indefinite, depending 
entirely 
upon conditions on the coast. 
If Mr. 
De Ettel decides to remain in San Fran­ 
cisco it will probably be some time be­ 
fore a suitable plnco to live can be pro­ 
cured, and again, portrait painting will 
not tie in dom md in that city at pres 
ont mid if he remains there he will have 
to turn to other means of livelihood for 
the present.
